And Travelling Bag a 


A Unique Invention That Would 
Prove Useful in an Emergency 


Designed not only to look like an 
ordinary travelling bag but to be used 
as one under ordinary conditions, a 
life preserver that has just been ir- 
vented apparently provides a sensible 
solution of the.problem of safety at 
sea in time of sudden emergency. 
‘The bag is equipped with a false boi- 
tonf that serves to hold in folded po- 
sition a water-tight union suit which 
is attached in such a way that the bag 
and suit act as a water-tight unit, 
In an emergency all that is necessary 
is to dump out the contents of the 
bag, remove the false bottom to let 
the suit unfold, and get inside. The 
user then: closes and locks the top 
over his head and jumps into the 
water, the required buoyancy being 
supplied by the bag. The body of 
the bag is equipped with a window 
and with valves that admit air but 
not water. Inside, there is space for 
storing food and water sufficient to 
last several days. - To prevent disas*- 
er in case the water-tight suit is pun- 
'ctured, an air-tight bag that is easily 
inflated is installed inside the travel-

The rise in the price of 
sugar, along with the restrictions 
that have been in full force foi 
months in Great Britain regulating 
its sale, have brought forth some 
for 
the -advantages that will follow the 
war if a restricted consumption is 
maintained. 

Eustice Miles, one of the foremost 
food experts in London, Englang, 
gives it as his opinion that indirectly 
an excess in its use results .in~ the 
deterioration of the teeth and bones, 
and in a large number of other trou- 
bles, which are usually put duwn to 
some other “causes 

“IT am not speaking here,” he adds,! 
“of the fact that sugar may become 
alcohol—so that many . teetotallers, | 
who pride themselves on their “ab-! 
stinence,” but indulge in gross excess} 
of sugar and sugary things, should! 
teally be arrested for the possession 
of illicit private distilleries within! 
themselves. I am Speaking of certain! 
definite signs and symptoins which 
result largely from regular and con- 
tinued ¢xcess of sugar and other 
carbohydrates. 

“Up to a certain point let goodi 
sugar be taken, but let it be, realized 
that, as sugar is taken now to ex- 
cess, it is largely a’ stimulant and is 
also a cause of many all too com- 
mon troubles. 

“How. much better it would be if 
people -had less of the white sugar 
and sweetg, etc., and more of the 
crisp foods (such as potato chips, 
toast, fried bread, biscuits, rusks,

A Canadian Treuclr Raid 


Enemy Would Rather Fice Anything 
Than the Canadians 


The. Germans have admitted at 
last that when it comes to a direct 
attack upon their trériches,. thoy 
weuld sooner have any other force 
ainst them than. the - Canadians, 


that—entirel 
disconcerts-them. In its: reports, -the 
Canadian. War Records ofice des- 
cribes one of these recent raids ypon 
thé enemy, which aniply “bears. out 
the verdict of the enemy. Stripped of 
all.yerbiage the account is as_ fol- 
lows: va 

Our. coutner-blow was delivered | at 
af early “hour the following morn- 
ing. Several parties took.part.in the 
operation. Under cover of an intense 
artillery barrage the attacking parties 
formed up outside our wire entagle- 
ments, and thén advanced against the 
enemy trenches on a frontage of-ove: 
600 yards, including. the well-known 
and strongly-fortifiéd position known 
as “The Pimple.” - 

The Germans for’ the most. part 
vere still cowering in their dug-outs 
when. our men poured" into the tren- 
ches. 
resistance from the direction of the 
Triangle, the Germans attempting to 
bomb down to thé assistance of the 
garrison directly attacked. However, 
the party detailed to protect the flank 
held firm, and thus permitted another 

party to penetrate across several-lines 

renches to a depth of about 700 
realda. Any Germans who resisted 
were quickly shot or bayonetted, 
‘and many dug-outs from which the 
eremy refused to emerge were 
bombed and then destroyed by por- 
teble charges. Nobody was left 
alive in the whole area over which 
eur attack was spread. 

Sappers and pioneers who accom- 
panied the raid loeated_ three large 
mine shafts, which they completely 
wrecked, The enemy retaliation was 
directed it. part upon his own fronc 
line. We remained in possession of 
‘the..German trenches for nearly. an 
‘hour and finally-withdrew, taking with 
tis /47 prisoners of the 11th Bavarian 
Regiment, including one officer. and 
two N.C.QO.’s.

Last September General Haig in- 
stituted enquiry into the feeding of 
the troops’. With experts 'from the 
War Office the bread, meat, batter, 
tea, coffee and cocoa, etc, were ex- 
amined on the spot. On-the whole, 
the commission reported favorably, 
and satisfied themselves that the me- 
thods of inspection could not be very 
well improved upon, Standards, 
quantities, and freshness of delivery 
however, were revised, with the re- 
sult that officers and doctors are 
‘unanimous in declaring that the care 
with which rations are handled ac- 
counts for the splendid health of the

Plans for what is expected to be 
the tallest building in the world—57 
storics—to cost $15,000 and cap- 
ble of accommodating 10, pocplas 

ave just, been completed bya 
troit architect. Options have been ob~ 
tained: on a $5,000,000-site, bounded 
by Michigan and. Cass avenues, -La- 
fayette boulevard and Abbot streets, 
and tentative tenders have been cal- 
led for 

The. building as planned will be a 
city in itself, with a postoffice, police 
station, arena seating 16,000 people, 
a quarter-mile track, and, an, audi- 
torium with 30,000 capacity. - 

The plans call for a 27-story hotel 
and 57 stoties of offices, running up 
into a tower 808 feet high, as com- 
pared with the 789 feet of the Wool- 
worth building, New York. Two air. 
plane landings 50 fect ‘wide by 620 
feet long will be located en the roof. 
According to the plans there will be 
4,312 tooms, The foundations will be 
carried to bed rock. .In the basement 
will be located 504 display rooms: 
There will bé seven banquet halls, 
two small. convention halls, one 
serve-self, one dining room, two ball 
rooms, and a hospital on the second 
floor of the building. :
